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A Proclamation forthe prices of victuals 


within the Verge of the Court. 


Hereas heretofoze diners Bakers, Bꝛewers, Inholders, Butchers, and 
other Utctualers, thꝛough their greedy deſire ol bnlawfull gaine, not con- 
tented with reaſonable p2ofit in veteringandſelling of Uictuall vnto Our 
Subiects in the Common wealch, and ſpectally within the Uerge of Our 
DI court, where Our Nobilitte, Seruantsand Traine (datly attending vp- 
on Our perſon) are lodged and plated by Our Harbengers, are vnlawfully 
exacted vpon with vnreaſonable andextreame paces, by the ſaid Uictual- 
lers enhaunſing the ſame Uictuals, Hozſemeat, Lodgings, and all other 
=== neceſſaries at amoze deare pꝛite, then it was ſoldfo2(to Our common Sub- 
tects)befoze Our comming, And ko2 that of late it appeareth vnto Us by the Reco2zds of Our 
Compting houſe, that allthe Kings of this Realme, (Our pꝛogenitoꝛs) haue alwapes had a 
ſpectall care to reſtraine the exteſſe gaining by the afozeſaid Uictuallers and others within the 
Uerge of their Courts, And allo foꝛ that it further appeareth vnto Us, that of late moꝛe ex⸗ 
treame cxaction is vled by the foꝛelaid Uictuallers, and others towards Our leruants, Traine 
aud Suiters, attending Our Courts whereſoeuer wee make Our abode, then heretofoꝛe hath 
bene, Nothing reſpecting Our Pzerogatine, nozthe Lawes ot Pur Realme, Therefoze Our 
will and pleaſure is, and We doe hereby ſtraitly charge and tommand that all perſons doe obey 
and keepe all ſuch pꝛices, as is and ſhalbe pꝛited aſſeaſſed, and rated by the Clearke of the Mar- 
ket of Pur Houſhold within the Uerge of Dur Court, aſwell within Liberties as without, 
And the Jurie befoze him, oꝛ his lawfull Deputie , by vertue of his office ſwoꝛne and charged 
from time to time, The ſame rates and pꝛites not onelp to be certified by Our ſaid Clerke ofthe 
Market oꝛ his Deputie into Dur Counting houſe , But allo fired and ſet vpon the Gates of 
Our Court and other places within the Uerge, alwell within Libertics as without; And that 
no maner of the perſon oꝛ perſons afoꝛeſaid, of what eſtate oꝛ degree ſocuer he o2 they be, doe in 
any wiſe pay moꝛe fo2 cozne, Uictuals, Hozſemeat, Lodging oꝛ any other thing, then after the 
rate and foꝛme afozeſaid, vpon paine ofimpaiſonment,and to be Fined with further puniſhment 
that ſhall thereoffollow,The lame paines and puniſhments,and enery part thereof to be exetu⸗ 
ted vpon all thoſe perſons and euery of them which doe,oz ſhall pzeſume to alae oꝛ demand, vt- 
ter and ſell any maner of thing, oꝛ things, contrary to the true meaning of this Our Pꝛoclama⸗ 
tion. And moꝛeouer we doe ſtraitly charge and tommand, that no maner of perſon oz perſons, 
now vſing,o2 which hereafter (al vſe, oꝛ of right ought to vſe to ſerue any City, Bozough,towne 
oꝛ other place where Our repole # abode is, oꝛ ſhalbe, oꝛ elſewhere within the Uerge of Our 
Courts, aſwell within Liberties as without, with any kind of Coꝛne oꝛ Uictuals, oꝛ other nete 
laries, aſwell vpon the Market day, as at any other time, ſhall be any thing the moꝛe remiſſe oz 
ſlacke foꝛ making of pꝛouiſion foꝛ the lame, then they oꝛ any of them heretofoze haue beene, noꝛ 
vſe any colour of craft to deteiue the buyers thereof, Noz hide oꝛ lay alide their Cozne, Uictuals, 
Ho:ſemeat, Lodgings, oꝛ any other neteſſaries to diminiſh the Market, whereby Dur whole 
Lraine within any City, Bozough,towne, and other inhabitants of the lame, and other Our 
Subiects ther eunto reloꝛting, ſhould not be as well ſerued and as plenteouſly furniſhed meuery 
behalfe as it was befoꝛe, oꝛ ot right ought to haue beene in defraud of this Our ozdinance. And 
furthermoze we ſtraitly eharge and expꝛellely Command all Our Officers of Greenecloth,Our 
Juſtices of Peace, Our Clarke of the Market, his Deputy oz Deputies, Maioꝛs, Bayliffes, Shi⸗ 
riffes, Conſtables, and all other Our faithfull Officers and cuery ofthem, of Cities, Bozoughes, 
Townes, Hundꝛeds and other plates within the Uerge of Our Court as well within Liber- 
ties as without from time to time. when and as often as need ſhall require vpon Complaint by 
any partie iuſtly made, diligently euery of them within their authozties fozthwith to endeuour 
themſelues to ſee iuſt puniſhment , and due refozmatton of the pzemiles againſt ſuch perſon oz 
perſons as ſhall offend herein accoꝛding to Juſtice and pꝛices as afozeſaid.
